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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that it would not be obvious to modify the device of Mulhauser in view of Frey to contain a longitudinal channel extending 
substantially through the legs, as taught by Small, because the legs taught by Small have a longitudinal channel to engage with a 
deployment mechanism so the device can be twisted, not pushed as the combination of Mulhauser and Frey suggests. This argument is 
not persuasive because a channel makes it easier to for a deployment tool to engage with the device, regardless of if the device is 
deployed by rotating it into tissue or pressing it into tissue. For example, Frey'328's device contains a channel 11 that is used to engage 
with a deployment device that pushes the device into body tissue. Creating a larger channel, such as the one taught by Small'499 rather 
than a shallow channel taught by Frey'828, allows the deployment device to more securely engage with the device being deployed. 

Applicant argues that increasing the diameter of the legs of Mulhauser in order to accommodate a longitudinal channel would render the 
device of Mulhauser unusable for its intended purpose. Examiner disagrees because the legs of Mulhauser are still capable of engaging 
tissue if they have a larger diameter. 

Regarding the rejection under Herzog in view of Small in view of Mulhauser, Applicant argues that none of the references teach a bore that 
extends substantially through the leg. Examiner disagrees. Small clearly shows a bore in Figure 1 that extends "substantially" the length of 
the leg and ends proximal to the distal end of the leg.. 
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
